POSTOFFICE WORRIED

BY THE GEORGIA STRIKE 


Washington, May 25.—WNach day that 
the tie-up on the Georgia railroad con- 
tinues adds greater concern to officials 
of the postoffice department. The only 
interest the department has in the 
matter is the prompt dispatch of mails 
along that Hne and the inability to 
do so occasions considerable anxiety. 
What is of. particular concern to offi- 
clals here is the fact that owing to 
the failure of the company to move 
its trains the mails are becoming very 


much congested at -Atlanta and Au- 


gusta and other places. 

Every effort ts befng made, how- 
ever, to dispatch the mails when train 
service is resumed. 

Reports are coming in daily to the 
department from business men and 
others all along the Georgia railroad 
indicating that the lack of mail fa- 
cilities is proving a source of great in- 
convenience and loss. Appeals -are 
coming asking that every effort be 
made to provide the citizens with their 
mail. So anxious are they to get some 
kind of service that automobiles are 
being employed for the purpose. 

Erwin Not Heard From. 

Up to the time the cabinet met today 
not a word had been received by At- 
torney General Wickersham from Dis- 
trict Attorney Brwin, in Atlanta, re- 
garding the Georgia railroad strike. 
The department of justice has given 
this official a free hand to deal with 
the situation, but it is expected he will 
report promptly what measures he has 
adopted. Following the ordinary 
course it would be the duty of the dis- 


the federal court in Atlanta for an or- 
der restraining the strikers from in- 
terfering with United States mail 
through the stoppage of traffic over 
the Georgia railroad. Should there be 
any sign of a disposition on the part 
of the strikers or of their sympathizers 
in Atlanta or in any of the towns 
through which the Georgia railroad 
runs to resist this order, the United 
States court will immediately be re- 
questefi to appoint a sufficent number 
of deputy marshals to accompany the 
trains and see that the law is enforced. 
State lines will not operate tn thts 
case, inasmuch as the order will be 
{issued by a federal tribunal, and in 
the end if the deputy marshals cannot 
carry out the court’s orders, recourse 
will be had to the services of United 
States troops to open up the lines. 
Stewart May Come Here. 

Assistant Postmaster General Stew- 
art, who left late last night for In- 
dianapolis, Ind., to attend a postmas- 
ters’ convention, is considering the ad- 
visability of going to Georgia to look 
into the situation with respect to the 
movement of the mails on the Georgia 
railroad. The railway mail clerks’ 
convention will be held in Atlanta, be- 
ginning next Tuesday, and Mr. Stew- 
art has been invited to attend. It-Is 
believed here that Mr. Stewart's pfes- 
ente in Georgia would be helped in 
clarifying the situation regarding the 
dispatch of the mails.

AS RESULT CONFERENCES 


Now Confidently Believed That Trains on the Georgia 
Will Be Running Within Forty-eight, 
Possibly Twenty-four Hours. 


Within the next 
Possibly, almost certainly within the 
next forty-eight hours, passenger and 
freight traffic on the Georgia railroad 
main line and its branches will have 
been resumed. 

Negotiations looking to an adjustment 
of the troubles existing for the past 
ten days were started yesterday after 
the arrival of Colonel Thomas K. Scott. 
general manager of the Georgia, and 
were accentuated later in the day when 
Hon, C. P. Neill, commissioner of labor, 
reached the city.

His car was shunted to a side track at 
the Tegminal, where it still remains. 
During the morning the general man- 
ager remained in his coach, receiving a 
few friends, but to none of these did he 
Outline his plans of action in the pend- 
ing trouble. To newspaper men, who 
ealled, he declined to gven entertain any 
discussion of the situation. During the 
afternoon he left his car for a visit to 
the state house, where he, Governor

Says Protection Would 
Make South Republican. 


Indiana Senator Deferids His 
View That Pledges of Repub- 
lican Party Were for Revié- 
ion of Tariff Downward by 
Quoting President Taft. 


Washington, May 25.—Defending his 
view that the pledges of the republic- 
an party were for revision of the tariff 
downward, Senator Beveridge today 
quoted extensively from remarks by 
Mr. Taft at Bath, Me., prior to his 
nomination for the presidency. He in- 
sisted that the speech was accepted by 
the people of the country as a declata- 
tion on the part of the conservative 
forces of the party that there would 
be a revision of duties in order that 
they might be lowered. Mr. Beveridge 
Said that to place the views of the 
president correctly before the country 
he would introduce into the record all 
the public statements of the president 
relating to the tariff. 

Mr. Beveridge did not profess to ap- 
pear as the authorized mouthpiece of 
the president, but on the contrary, 
was especially careful to say that such 
was not the case. 

Mr. Heyburn inquired whether the 
senator from Indiana agreed with the 
declaration of a party that demanded 
an “immediate revision of the tariff 
by a genera! reduction of duties.”

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THE MAGISTRATES’ CONVENTION. 


Including justices of the peace elected by the people and notaries public 
who are, ex-officio, justices of the peace appointed by the superior courts, 
there are some 3,200 of these minor court officials in Georgia, who have to 
deal with some of the most important phases of the admtnistration of justice. 
The Georgia justices are soon to hold a convention in Macon for the pur- 
pose of discussing and taking action with reference to questions concerning 
their duties and their general welfare. 

There are many questions of importance in this connection which ghould 
receive their consideration, and the proper solution of which would both 
add to the dignity of the magistrates’ courts and make them everywhere, 
as the law intends, courts of justice in the highest sense of the word. 

Many Georgians of high honor and integrity occupy positions as justices 
of the peace; as a rule the Georgja justice is all that his name signifies and 
the law requires. 

But it cannot be questioned or denied that here and there are magis- 
trates’-courts where doubtful and, sometimes, illegal practices are indulged 
in, and litigants, on one side or the other, fail'to get all that the law enti- 
tles them to. , 

The existence of such practices and the employment of questionable 
methods, even in a few cases, has had the effect of clouding to some extent 
the office of magistrate in general; and it should be the effort and determina- 
tion of the Georgia justices as a body to secure through remedial legisla- 
tion, wherever necessary, laws that will be preventive of practices and 
methods which reflect upon the dignity of these courts. 

It is within the power of the body of magistrates to elevate the general 
tone of their courts, which, while depending individually upon the conduct 
of the magistrate himself, collectively depends upon the proper conduct of all. 

The legislature will, it cannot be questioned, readily enact any reasonable 
laws tending to this important end, if besought to do so by official action on 
the part of the conyention of justices. 

It should be not only their duty but their pleasure to seek urgently the 
enactment of such laws as will contribute to the proper administration of 


justice through their courts.

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BENZOATE FIGHT WILL NOT DOWN. 


Despite the fact that the Remsen board of chemists, appointed by the 
national department of agriculture, reported that there was no harm in the 
limited use of benzoate of soda as a food preservative, the fight against the 
use of chemicals in food products is kept up with a vigor and intensity that 
are significant, if not immediately promising. 

* _‘ Instead of silencing the opposition, the report of the officially appointed 
board appears only to havé provoked it to wrath; and it is interesting to 
note that the national department of agriculture, while not interfering with 
manufacturers! who put benzoate of soda in their products, is still uttering 
warnings in its bulletins against those employing chemical preservatives. 

The use or non-yse of benzoate of soda thus promises to become a cause 
celebre of the day. . Each side of the proposition has its enthusiastic advo 
cates, and the discussion in the newspapers and through various other. 
channels goes on unabated. : , 

This chemical, one form of ,which, benzoic acid, was used by the Egyp- 
tians for the preservation of their mummies, is declared not to be an effective 
germicide in that it does not kill typhoid or tubercular germs. 

Rut its value for embalming purposes is not questioned. 

It may or may not be true that benzoate of soda in small quantities is 
‘harmful to the human system, but ft is clear enough that the question of its 
injurious ‘on noninjurious character is deeply involved in doubt. 

This doubt alone, it seems, should settle the question against its use, 
Bit when that doubt is coupled with the fact that, benzoate is known to be 
used to conceal inferior quality and incipient decay in certain classes of 
cheap food products, ‘and the further demonstrated.fact that good, clean 


‘foods are capable of preservation without the use of chemicals, it would

Principle was to eliminate politics from 
city affairs. He said the curse of a 
municipality was the politicians, whose 
Only merit was a pull. The commission 
Plan would get good and efficient men 
in control of the city, and men who 
could be held responsible. 

“We have good men in council now,’’ 
he said, “but their hands are tied be- 
cause inefficient and incompetent men 
are in office. If any private corporation 
was run like Atlanta, it would become 
bankrupt. The police department is in- 
efficient, and a Targe number of the men 
On the payroll] are incapable of per- 
forming their duties. I make no charge 
of graft. but it is the waste from in- 
efficiency that causes the loss. Our 
greatest evil is our system of book- 
Keeping. We place the affairs of the 
city in the hands of a mayor and seven 
men. Ail public franchises and bond 
be left to the people.” 

Spoke Against a Commission. 

Mr. Smith made a speech of some 
length against a commission govern- 
ment, and for the charter which hig 
committee had recommended. Among 
the points he made were: 

“Galveston was not the first city to 
tr; a commission plan. It was thrust 
on New Orleans by the yankees during 
the reconstruction pefiod. and it seemed 
to work very well until a negro com- 
missioner was elected. Then it was all 
wrong. Such would be the case in At- 
lanta. It would work well. perhaps, 
as long as good men were in control, 
but bad men would cause it to work a!l 
wrong. It is not right. it can never be 
right, to dump all power and authority, 
the legislative, executive and judicial, 
in the hands of eight or any other num- 
ber of men. You will have nothing but 
tyranny. What is the remedy for At- 
lanta? We have a good form of gov- 
ernment and all that is needed is to take 
off the straps and give the men power 
to perform their duties. The business 
men may take part in elections at first 
under a commission plan, but. soon they 
will go back to their business, and then 
the politicians will reap the glittering 
prizes you tempt them with. Our plan 
divides the executive and legislative. It 
may. be said that we give too much 
power tosthe mayor. We do give him 
power. but it is done so we can know 
who to hold responsibie. I want to ask 
the question, if a commission govern- 
ment is potent with good when good 
men are in power, will ft not be potent 
with evil with bad men in power? It 
may be argued that all the officers 
which we allow the mayor to appoint 
should be elected by the people, The an- 
swer to that is that too many elective 
offices confuse the voter, and he is 
often not in a position to properly ex- 
ercisé his ‘franchise, because of the long 
list of candidates. They say that the 
city should be run On the same business 
methods as a private corporation. I say 
that what may constitute differences 
among stockholders ina corporation 18 
pure politics in a city, and nothing less. 

“Under a commission plan the man who 
can advocate the most popular policics: 
will be elected, irrespective of his qual- 
ifcations for the office he is to fill. 
We make a city council of fifteen mem- 
bers, and it will not have the right to 
interfere with the administrative func- 
tions of the elty. Our mayor will have 
something else to do than to male pret- 
ty speeches. We make the educational 
department and the accounting depart- 
ment separate amd independent of the 
other part of the government, and we 
ask for a special tax of five milis to 
support the schools. We want. the 
schoola run by men who will perform 
a labor of love and who will know ex- 
actly how much money will be at their 
disposal. We want an accounting sys- 
tem which will allow the mayor to as- 
certain in a few minutes what the con- 
structive work or any other work by 
the city Is costing, to a cent. We said 
nothing about civil service, for we be- 
lieved it was a two-edged sword that 
foisted upoh a city men who could. not 
be got rid of, no matter how incompe- 
tent and unfit they might be.” 

Spoke For a Commission. 

Mr. Hopkins said he did not know that 
the matter was to,assume a debate on 
commission government: In answer to 
Mr. Smith he said that the charter pro- 
posed by Mr. Smith's committee out- 


recomi- 
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caped from the penitentiary thirty-six

About a year after the com- 
mencement of his sentence he made 
his escape, and immediately went out 
west. A reward of $50 for his appre- 
hension was offered, but Holcombe 
baffled every effort made to capture 
him, and finally locating in South Da- 
kota, he engaged in business and was 
doing well. 

Lately his desire to see his loved 
ones in Rabun county became'so great 
that he decided to risk being recog- 
nized as an escaped convict, and made 
the trip. Though his entire appear- 
ance has changed, Holcombe’s identity 
leaked out. and the was arrested by a 
man named Cannon. 

Upon this arrival at the jail here, the 
old man confessed to Jailer Liddell 
that he is the right man, and wept at 
the thought of facing the remaining 
nine years with bent shoulders and 
feeble hands. 

Every effort 
will be made. Pending the decision 
of the prison commission, Holcombe 
will occupy a cell in the tower.

A Full-Fledged College. 

Th,» Agnes Scott college diploma for 
there young women means that they 
have completed, with satisfaction, the 
course, prescribed by the standard 
colleges of the country to obtain the 
AB. degree. The curriculum has been 
gradually raised from a course some- 
what higher than that of a high school, 
which was the case when Agnes Scott 
was the “institute,” until entrance for 
the degree course now means the com- 
pletion of the fourteen “Carnegie units” 
prescribed for entrance to & stamdard 
college freshman class. 

' “The College Standard. 

The Carnegie units are a standard val- 
vation set by the “Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teaching,” 
which aims to classify the country’s in- 
stitutions of learning and to make their 
degrees conform, as far as possible, to 
one another. 

So the student now designing to enter 
the freshman class at Agnes Scott col- 
lege must already have completed a 
course of study corresponding to gradu- 
ation in the standard high school. 

Agnes Scott academy provides a high 
echool. or more properly speaking, a 
college preparatory course, necessary to 
enter Agnes Scott college. 

The academy and college are two dis- 
tinct institutions, however, with separate 
faculties and government. Entrance to 
the academy requires what corresponds 
to an eight-year grammar school course, 
while entrance to the college demands a 
four-year high school course in addition. 

The college degree is thus purely aca- 
demic character, but there is a fine 
course provided also in art and music, 
which is optional on the part of the 
student, her grading in these lines not 
counting for or against a degree.

WILL OF H. H. ROGERS | 
WILL BE READ TODAY 


It Is Estimated That the Oil 
Magnate Left One- Hun- 
dred Million Dollars. 


New York, May 25.—The will of H, H. 

Rogers is to be read tomorrow after- 
noon at bis late residence in Bast Sev- 
enty-eighth street, by his personal at- 
torney, James M. Beck. Only the im- 
mediate relatives will be present. 
- Previous to the reading of the docu- 
ment, Mr. Beck would not discdfss the 
contents nor the amount of the estate 
involved. Estimates of the value of the 
estate range from $40,000,000 to more 
than $!00,000,000. A number of anony- 
mous friends of the late financier are 
quoted as saying that Mr. Rogers left 
an estate worth much more than was 
popularly supposed. In the Wall street 
district it is not believed, however, that 
the public will ever know the approxi- 
mate value of Mr. Rogers’- fortune, as 
it is understood thet the will was so 
drawn as to confine this information to 
the immediate beneficiaries. There is 
a possibility, however, that the state tax 
upon inheritances may bring to light 
the much discussed figures.

GEORGIA ROAD STRIKE » 
DEPRESSED THE STOCKS: 


Progress and Dimensions of the 
Strike Were Discussed in 
Stock Exchange. 


New York, May 26.—The stock market’ 
today did not refiect much inclination 
to resume active speculation on the 
part of operators of great importance, 
The anxiety felt yesterday, on accoun 
of the nature of some of the estimates 
of crop conditions in Kansas and 
neighboring states, was somewhat re< 
lieved today, owing to more. cheerful 
views of the situation, but this relief 
failed to revive the stock market. Re- 
ports of the beginning of the wheat 
harvest in Texas alleged a fair yield 
in localities that had been down as @ 
failure of the crop. The weekly bul- 
letin of the weather bureau took a fa- 
vorable view of the effects of the rains 
of the last few days, but showed gen- 
eral deficiencies of temperature for the 
week. The small wave of animation 
during the first hour, during which some 
effort to lift prices was made, was fol- 
lowed by a lapse into torpid conditions, 
which promised the dullest day for 
many weeks.

HIS MONEY SPENT, 
HE KILLED HIMSELF 


Sad Story Behind Suicide 
of Edward Sandford. 


He Divorced His Rich Wife 
and Found Himself Unable 
to Support Self and Daugh- 
ter. 


Paris, May 25.—There is a sad story 
behind the suicide at Versailles last 
week of Edward Halsey Sandford. Mr. 
Sandford was the son of Edward Sand- 
ford, a lawyer of New York, and studied 
law in the office of J. H. Choate. As a 
young man, he married Blla Hoffman, 
daughter of the late Governor John T. 
Hoffman, of New York. From the be- 
ginning hie married life was, unhappy, 
and several years ago he came to Paris, 
where, for a time, he was one of the 
leaders of the American colony. His 
brother, Lewis, lived here with him. 
Edward Sandford often rode in the gen- 
tlemen races at Longchamps, and he 
was one of the founders of the La 
Loulie Golf Club, one of the most 
fashionable clubs around Paria. 

Mrs, Sandford was rich in her own 
right, but the couple were’ unhappy, 
and severa] years ago their marital in- 
felicity reached its climax when Mr. 
Sandford secured a divorce, and ob- 
tained the custody of his daughter. 
Since that time he has Kept: up ap- 
pearances, but he led a more or less 
precarious existence. The divorce was 
followed by recriminations on _ both 
sides. Mrs. Sandford, who resumed her 
maiden name, and who is living in 
Paris, has claimed that Sandford pur- 
sued her for money, while Sandford al- 
leged that his former wife, who is 
said to enjoy an annual income of $20,- 
000, did. not keep to the arrangement 
by which she was to provide for the 
daughter. 

The daughter is at present at Wies- 
baden. Of recent months Mr. Sandford 
had been living in seclusion in the hotel 
at Versailles, where he killed himself. 

In’ providing himself and his daughter 
his resources had become exhausted. A 
few days ago the proprietor of the hotel, 
to whom he owed $260, threatened to 
put him out.into the streets unless he 
paid. Appeals were made through 
third parties, both to his former wife 
and to his brother, Lewis. but no re- 
sponses came, and it is presumed that 
in a fit of desperation Sandford decided 
to take his own life. 

Lewis Sandford, who is married to a 
French woman of wealth, and lives in a 
fine residence in Paris, agreed. today to 
pay the funeral expenses.
